In response to the Office Action of September 4, 2001, please consider the following 
remarks. 


RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT and PROVISIONAL ELECTION OF SPECIES 

The Examiner has required restriction for examination purposes under 35 U.S.C. §121. 
The Examiner requires election based on the following groups: 

Group I: Claims 1-25 as being dawn to cellulosic structures and a chemical composition for 
softening a cellulosic structure. 

Group II: Claims 26-45 as being drawn to methods of producing a soft tissue paper product. 

The Examiner has required an election of a single species for prosecution on the merits 
pursuant to 35 U.S.C. §121. Applicants traverse this restriction as being improper. Both 35 
U.S.C. §121 and 37 C.F.R. §K142 allow for the requirement by the Examiner to elect one 
invention if 'Two or more independent and distinct inventions are claimed in a single application." 
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Applicants submit that the present invention claims a single invention, the chemical composition for 
softening ceUulosic structures, the resultant cellulosic structures and the method of using that 
composition to soften cellulosic structures. Applicants respectully request that the restriction 
requimcQt be withdrawn. 

In order to meet the requirements of 37 C.F.R §1.143, Applicants provisionally elect, with 
traverse. Claims 1-25 in Group I.
